‘GSS tipped off Deri that 
police were tapping phones’ 


FORMER interior minister Aryeh 
Deri and his co-defendants knew the 
police were bugging their phones, 
because General Security Service 
agents had tipped them off, accord- 
ing ta two more tapes submitted by 
the prosecution in Deri’s irial 
yesterday. ' 

Deri is on trial in Jerusalem Dis- 
trict Court for fraud, bribe-taking, 
breach of trust, and falsifying corpo- 
rate documents, along with Your 
Tov Rubin and Moshe and Arye 
Weinberg. The tapes were made by 
chief sion witness Ya’acov 
Shrouelevitz, who held key posts in 
two organizations controlled by the 
defendants during the period cov- 
ered by indictment. 

Shmuelevitz, who has turned 
state's evidence, used bis knowl- 
edge as a former private investigator 
to tape three conversations with 
Moshe Weinberg. One, submitted 
Monday, was made in September 
1987 at Shmuelevitz’s initiative; of 
the two submitted yesterday, one

was made that year, also at Shmue- 
levitz's initiative, and the second in 
1991, at the request of the police. 

In the 1991 tape, Weinberg told 
Shmuelevitz he knew police were 
tapping his phone. 

“Not just me. We all know,”’ he 
continued, according to a transcript 
submitted by the prosecution, The 
defense disputes the accuracy of the 
transcripts. 

Shmuelevitz: ‘‘How do you 
{know]?”” 

Weinberg: ‘‘Very simple. Be- 
cause [the requests} go through the 
GSS, and our connections with all 
kinds of people in the GSS." 

‘Weinberg also talks about the job 
Deri found for him as head of the 
Lehavim Local Council - one of the 
items in the indictment. 

- “In principle, 1 go [to Lehavim) 
when I feel like it,"* he said. “1 don’t 
work.”” 

He also related how, with Deri’s 


assistance, he had gotten Mifal Ha- 
payis to build a NIS 1.4 million cen- 
ter in Lehavim. 

‘Weinberg also discussed some of 
the allegations included in the sec- 
ond indictment against Deri, which 
has not yet been served and relates 
to his alleged abuse of his position 
as interior minister. 

“TA local council head] would 
come to Aryeh Deri and tell him, I 
need a soccer field, and [Deri] 
wonld tel}-him, wait a minute, you 
didn’t give money ... 1 asked you ta 
give money to the Imo yeshiva, and 
you didn’t, so don’t come to me 
about soccer,"’ Weinberg said.

PA launches PR bid 
to pressure Israel 


THE Palestinians yesterday 
launched a campaign to con- 
vince the world that Israel is 
obstructing the peace process, 
and that the price for not in- 
tervening could be its total 
collapse. 

A statement, read by Pales- 
tinjan Authority Information 
Minister Yasser Abed-Rabbo 
after a meeting of nine mem- 
bers of the PLO executive 
committee, said that it ‘*decid- 
ed to launch a political and 
diplomatic campaign,” world- 
wide, and especially in the 
Middle East. 

The campaign began with a 

teeting between PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat and Egyptian Pres- 
ident Hosni Mubarak, followed 
by another with Foreign Minister 
Amr Moussa. Arafat then few to 
Sandi-Avabia to meet with King 
Fahd, 
Abed-Rabbo said the cam- 
paign will include the US. Russia, 
the European Uuion, and other 
"ον" has ὃς 

ὡς peace prociss has 
to lose Eedibiliy, and coin 
tion is not possible now as long as 
the Israeli government is engaged 
in a policy of postponing the ap- 
plication of agreements, Any ces-

Only nine members of the 18- 
member executive committee 
showed up for the meeting at 
Arafat's villa on the outskins of 
Cairo. 

A second meeling will be held 
in early March in Tunis, ‘to re- 
evaluate the situation again,’ 
Abed-Rabbo said. 

Saeb Erekat, heading a delega- 
tion to election talks, said that the 
Tunis meeting would include 
PLO Political Department Chief 
Farouk Kaddoumi, Oslo accord 
fegotiator Mahmoud Abbas 
(Abu Mazen), and others who 
boycotted the two-day Cairo 
meeting. 

Erekat said no progress was 
made in the election talks. 
“There is no agreement whatso- 
ever," except for an agreement 
on separate elections for the 
council and its chief executive, he 
said, 

Yoel Singer, the head of the 
Israeli team, departed from his 
usual optimism. “We still have a 
long way before us,"’ he tald AP. 

Singer said the negotiations 
would resume in Cairo in two 
weeks, and that he hoped to meet 
Erekat next week without the 
other negotiators. 

Mohammed Shtayyeh, a mem- 
ber of the Palestinian team, said 
the good spirits of the previous 
day before had changed for the 
worse. 

“‘Israel"s main problem is that 
they think of themselves as part- 


ners, and we consider them facili- 
tators,"* he said. 

He added that it shauld be no 
concem of Israel’s what arrange- 
Ments Palestinians choose to 
make concerning international 
observers, election supervision, 
or voting age. “‘Whether voters 
are 17 or one has no bearing on 
their security interests," he said. 

Jaweed Ghussein, chairman of 
the Palestine National Fund and 
an executive committee member, 
indicated that talks might be bet- 
ter suspended, at least until the 
executive committee meets in Tu- 
nis. 

“We feel that negotiating now 
is not gaing ta be fruitful,'' he 
said, But πὸ decision was taken to 
suspend talks. 

Tt_ was decided, however, that 
Arafat would head a higher com- 
mittee appointed by the execu- 
tive commitec, which would in- 
cluding executive committee 
members and PA ministers, “10 
start a Palestinian national dia- 
logue." This would be aimed at 
bridging the widening gaps be- 
(ween those who want fo contin: 
ue talks and those who want to 
end them. 

A meeting of the broader 80- 
member PLO Central Council is 
to be held ‘tin the near future, to 
strengthen Palestinian unity," 
Abed-Rabbo said. 

The PLO plan is to restore the 
Palestinian track to the center of 
the whole peace process, by win- 
ning Arab support for the view 
that Israeli-Arab relations should 
be frozen until the disputes with 
the Palestinians are resalved.

When they received their sec- 
ond portfolios, Rabin made it 
clear to Baram and Shetreet that 
it was only for a limited period 
and made them promise to be 
ready to return 1o a single-portfo- 
lio status, Both are reported to 
have made the commitment, but 
around Rabin there is a persistent 
fear that when the crunch comes, 
Shetreet, at least, might rebel. 

Peres stressed to Rabin that

KNESSET Speaker Shevah Weiss 
yesterday refused a request by Labor 
MKs Avigdor Kahalani, Emanuel 
Zissman, and Ya'acov Sheffi, to 
have their bills on tertitorial with- 
drawal debated within two weeks, 
over the Labor faction’s objection.

“The obvious conclusion is that 
an MK’s right to propose a bill in the 
plenum is not conditional on faction 
approval,"" they wrote, apparently 
basing this claim on research by 
Uriel Lynn, a former chairman of 
the Knesset Law Comunittee. 

In his response. Weiss wrote that 
under their claim that every bill 


must be discussed ater 45 days had 
lapsed, hundreds of bills a week 
would have to be considered. He 
said the MKs had not mentioned the 
clause in the House Rules that states 
that the House Committee deter- 
mines at the beginning of each 
Knesset session every faction’s quo- 
ta of bills and motions. 

“The Knesset is based on faction 
regimes,” he replied. 

“This week the Labor faction voted 
against allowing the bills to be de- 
bated. 

Zissman said the group was dis- 
cussing different possibilities, such 
as asking for a discussion of the 


issue by the House Committee. He 
did not rule out the possibility of 
petitioning the High Court. 
Batsheva Tsur adds: 

Ten leading members of The 
Third Way movement. which is call- 
ing on the government to lake a 
firmer stand on security issues, met 
yesterday with President Ezer 
Weizmnan. 

The group members, most of 
whom have held senior positions in 
the various security branches, told 
Weizman of the growing concern 
among members of the public about 
the future of the Golan Heights, Ka- 
halani said after the meeting.

Eastern Jerusalem beltway likely to be approved

THE Transport Ministry will give 
the go-ahead for construction of a 
conroversia) highway around east- 
em Jerusalem, ministry director- 
general Doron Shorer said 
yesterday. 

** Ail of our projections show that 
the highway is necessary,"" Shorer 
told the Jerusalem Post. He said 
final approval would probably be 
given in the coming months, and 
then it would be up to the Treasury 
to find funding. 

That part of the proposed high- 
way runs through the administered 


territories, ‘*is not even a factor in 
our decision.’” Shorer said. “If any- 
thing, the importance of the project 
to keeping Jerusalem united: only 
gives us incentive to move forward 
with it” 

The highway, which has been 
dubbed the Eastern Beltway, is slat- 
ed to begin in southeast Jerusalem 
reac Sur Bahir, run northeast past 
Azzariya and A-Tur, and link up 
with the Jerusalem-Ma‘aleh Adu- 
mim highway. It includes ἃ tunacl 


through a section of the Mount of 
Olives. 

The highway is meant to case 
traffic congestion in the capital's 
downtown area. 

For the past several aronths, the 
ministry has been conducting a na- 
tionwide survey aimed al deciding 
which road construction projects 
should be built first. 

But planning for the Eastern Belt- 
way, which is being pushed forward 
by Jerusalem District Planning 


Committee Chairman Eli Suissa, 
continued without waiting fot ἃ min- 

Suissa said that within two 
months the planning process would 
be completed. 

The project requires the expropri- 
ation of some Iand privately owned 
by Palestinians. Jerusalem Deputy 
Mayor Shmuel Shkedi said the ex- 
propriation process is liable to slow 
the implementation of the project. 

Neither Shkedi nor Shorer were 
able to provide estimates for the cost 
of the highway.

YESTERDAY was judgment day 
for the local communications indus- 
try, with the release of the annual 
Survey of Media Exposure, spon- 
sored by the Advertisers Associa- 
tion, 

The 212-page study revealed that 
increased programming on Chinnel 
2 has not affected the habits of Isra- 
Εἰ reading public, which continues 
to be loyal to its fav orite 
Newspapers. 

The surveys, conducted in Janu- 
ary, examined the reading, listening, 
and film-viewing habits of the He- 
brew-speaking Jewish public. Sepa- 
rate surveys were conducted for har- 
edim, Arabs and new immigrants. 


The study has ἃ 2.4% margin of 
error. 

For the study of newspaper read- 
ing habits. 1,659 adults and 629 
youths were interviewed. It was 
found that 53.2% of adults read Ye- 
dior Aharonot, up from 52.2% in 
1994, Ada ‘ariv's readership stands at 
24.6%, as compared with 21.1% in 
1994, Ha'aretz readers number 
6.2% of the population, similar to 
last year's 6.1%. 

According to the survey, The Je- 
rusalem Post is read by 1% of the 
general Israeli population, However, 
the survey notes that the paper's 
actual readership is higher. 


Only 9.5% of those surveyed said 
they never bought a newspaper, 
while 54.3% said they bought only a 
weekend edition (which might in- 
clude a local newspaper). Also, 
27.5% said they buy two papers, 
6.9% buy three newspapers and 
1.8% of those surveyed purchased 
four or more newspapers. 

Of the weekend readers, 67.3% 
buy Yedior Aharonot, as compared 
with 67.4% last year. A total of 
27.2% said they buy Ma‘ariv, down 
from 28.1% in 1994. Ha’aretz read- 
ership stands at 6.9%, as compared 
with 6.7% in 1994, and 1.8% read 
The Jerusalem Post. 


Most radio ‘listeners maintained 
their loyalties this year, with 31.2% 
tuning in to Radio 2 as 
with 30.3% in 1994. Another 29.9% 
ate Radio 3 listeners, compared to 
29.8% in 1994. Army Radio ostensi- 
bly lost points, with 24.5% of listen- 
ers in 1995 instead of last year’s 
31.9%, but Army on Wheels 
claimed 8% of the audience. Arutz 7 
claimed 7.2% of listeners, up from 
6.7% last year. 

The survey on cinema habits 
found that 14.9% of adults go to the 
movies once a month. About 11% 
Said they go two or three times 
monthly, some 3% go between four 
and five tines a month, and 69.8% 
Said they do not see films. 


Sharon: Next government should promote massive settlement

IF the Rabin government falls in 
the 1996 elections, its successor 
should induce “several hundred 
thousand settlers’ to mave to the 
territories, MK Ariel Sharon said 
here yesterday.

TEL AVIV is still one of the safest 
citles in he world, Tel Aviv police 
chief Cmdr. Gabi Lasi said yester- 
day. at the city's annual police offi- 
cers’ conference. 

“On police trips around the world 
my counterparts always give me a 
list of no-go areas,”* be said, “Here 
I cannot say there are places that 
tourists should not visit. Tel Aviv is 
a safe city.” 

Property crimes, which comprise 
71.21% of all offenses in the city, 
dropped last year by 5.7%, with 
37,609 burglaries committed in 
1994, compared to 41.174 the previ- 
ous year. 

The murder rate also dropped, 


with ἃ total of 21 murders recorded 
in Tel Aviv compared to 26 in 1993. 
But police only solved 66.6% of 
murder cases in 1994, compared 10 
73.1% the previous year. 

Some 348 criminal files were 
Opened against drug dealers in 1994, 
compared to 434 the previous year. 
Narcotics squad detectives seized 
18.9 kg. of heroin in 1994, the same 
amount of cocaine, 117.9 kg. of 
marijuana, 3,053.3 kg. of hashish 
and 3,140 LSD pills last- year.

THE Communications Ministry will 
fight to easure that coin-operated 
phones installed in public places by 
private companies, that do not make 
change and whose rates are not con- 
trolled, do not replace Bezek's pub- 
lic phones.

LOS ANGELES - Nicole Brown 
Simpson’ was probably attacked 
before Ronald Goldman because 
she had no blood on the bottoms 
of her feet from the camage, ἃ 
lead detective in the O.J. Simp- 
son case testified Tuesday.

Witnesses who saw Simpson 
within an hour of the murders 
said they saw no injuries.

Center branches. The DIY chain 

estimates it takes 30 minutes to 
assemble each unit. 

Home Center contends that 
householders can save thou- 
sands, or even tens of thousands, 
of shekels this way. It claims that 
professionally installed kitchen 
cabinets today cost homeowners 
between NIS‘15,000 and 
NIS 56,000. 

At the DIY chain, a four-meter 
length of upper and lower cabi- 
nets costs between NIS 3,000 and 
NIS 8,000. The price range re- 
flects the choice of doors - which 
van be coated with melamine or 
Fonmica-type . formica-coated 
with wooden frames or solid 
wood, The cupboards themselves 
are made of compressed chip- 
board coated with melamine. 

Chipboard (in Hebrew sibit) is 
the material commonly used by 
the industrialized kitchen cabinet 
companies. Many carpenters and 
manufacturers offer the more ex- 

ensive option of plywood 
kcalled locally sendvich) for the 
cabinet walls and floors, but 
Home Center does not. 

The DIY cupboard kits are 
made by a local manufacturer ac- 
cording to the specifications set 
by Home Center, which labels its 
house-brand products “Home 
Line.” The chain provides free 

ional advice on designing 
a kitchen and cupboard assem- 
bly. Each kit comes with printed 
instructions, thus far in Hebrew

The assembied cabinets are all

doubts about Syrian intentions, ex- 

pressed with unusual bluntness in a 
Tuesday radio interview, are nothing if not 
puzzling. After repeated government assurances 
that Syrian dictator Hafez Assad is an honorable 
man who has undergone a dramatic transforma- 
tion (which Foreiga Minister Shimon Peres 
once described as ‘sensational,") Beilin doubts 
that ‘‘Syria has really reached a strategic deci- 
sion to make peace with Israel.”” 

“In fact, "’ be said in the interview, “no 
practical negotiations with the Syrians have 
actually begun, despite the prime minister's 
assurance that the withdrawal [from the Golan] 
will be as deep as the peace.” 

Beilin’s disappointment is as palpable as it is 
justified. The meaning of Prime Minister Yitz~ 
hak Rabin’s oft-repeated formula is crystal 
clear, and has been conveyed to Assad by the 
American mediators in no uncertain terms: for 
complete peace and normalization. there will be 
complete withdrawal. That the Syrians have 
nevertheless shunned serious negotiations ~ let 
alone reached an agreement with Israel — beg- 
gars understanding. “It leads one to think that 
perhaps it is not the Golan which is foremost on 
Assad’s mind,” said Beilin. 

There are skeptics who believe these pessi- 
mistic government appraisals are nothing but a 
smokescreen. Smarting from the deceptive pro- 
nouncements which preceded the 1993 Oslo 
breakthrough with the PLO, they suspect that a 
secret deal is being prepared with Syria. and 
that a surprise may be imminent. 

But it is more likely that the govemmment’s 
frustration. recently vented by Peres. whe said 
‘no one really knows what Assad wants,”” is 
genuine. The government has always consid- 
ered the land-for-peace formula an irresistible 
offer the Syrians could not refuse. That in 


D EPUTY Foreign Minister Yossi Beilin’s 


exchange for the Golan, Syria would want to 
sign a peace treaty is the corollary of Rabin’s 
conviction that ho such treaty is obtainable 
without sacrificing the Golan. 

If Syria is less than enthusiastic about the 
deal, it is because it wants to make peace with 
the US, not Israel. Israel’s preemptive conces- 
sion on the Golan has made Assad believe that 
he can repossess it at any time. After all, Israel’s 
pledge to withdraw has been made not to him 
but to the US, and it is difficult to imagine an 
Israeli retreat from this commitment. What Syr- 
ia is less certain of is the American concessions 
it needs. 

Damascus:.-wants to be taken off the State 
Department ἰδὲ οἵ terror-sponsoring and drug- 
dealing states, enjoy a most-favored-nation sta- 
tus in trade relations with the US, and receive 
the kind of annual aid package Egypt has been 
getting for 15 years as a reward for signing a 
peace treaty with Israel. ee 

With a conservative, quasi-isolationist. Cou- 
gress ensconced in Washington at least for the 
next two years, the chances of Syria getting its 
way are slim — particularly since there seems to 
be little inclination in Damascus to renounce 
terrorism and stop the drug trade. 

The impasse is a sad commentary on Israel’s 
negotiating policies. The government’s head- 
long rush to sign a treaty with one of the world’s 
Most ruthless dictators is now stymied because 
the US, far less vulnerable than Israel to Syrian 
aggression, is more wary of Assad’s intentions. 
It is time the government realizes that the ruler 
across the border is not the benign mirror-image 
of the prime minister the media commentators 
like to conjure up. He is an international thug 
who has violated every agreement he has ever 
made: a terrorist chieftain with whom real, 
eae peace is no more attainable than it is 
with Saddam Hussein and Muammar Gaddafi. 


Hamlet without the prince 


Ὁ one in his right mind would deny the 

United Nations needs an overhau{. Dur- 

ing the Cold War. as New York Times 
columnist Thomas Friedman recently noted, 
“the Soviets and their pals could pass a resolu- 
tion that the warld was flat.”” Or. less amusing- 
ly. that Zionism is racism. With the passing of 
the Communist bloc, over-inflated expectations 
for the UN merely mirrored the same for a new 
world order. An overladen supertanker cannot 
change direction like a moped. 

The main optimism for the UN's supposed 
new role stemmed from the Gulf War coalition, 
which it backed and legalized every step of the 
way to the liberation of Kuwait. Now. under a 
Republican Congress, the United States’ has 
embarked on a campaign to gut UN funds for 
peacekeeping, But the price Washington may 
pay for saving cash dollars will be a loss of 
influence in the world body. 

The Republicans have virtually convinced 
the American public the UN is a bloated liabil- 
ity financed by their tax dollars, Certainly, at 
31.7 percent of the peacekeeping budget, the

US contribution is substantial. But the Europe- 
an Union contributes 36 percent, and there are 
signs the Europeans will be ready to invest more 
τὸ acquire some of the influence Congress 
seems happy to dump overboard. 

Nor does the myth of savings stand up to 
close examination. The UN Association of the 
United States says that for every dollar Wash- 
ington contributes, some 28 cents is returned to 
the US economy via peacekeeping contracts 
and staff salaries. In total, US businesses earn 
$500 million annually for the $3.5 billion spent. 

UN funding needs more equitable distribu- 
tion, and its bureaucracy needs drastic trim- 
ming. But for all its faults, the UN may be 
useful in an increasingly lawless world. It has 
failed to pacify Bosnia, Rwanda, and Somalia, 
but it has managed to feed millions of destitute 
people and occasionally reduce potential inter- 
national conflagrations to brush fires. A UN 
without the US is worse than a Hamlet without 
the prince. It leaves the world stage open to 
every dangerous ham actor -- like Saddam -- 
who thinks be has a God-given role in history.

-A return to the shtetl 


ONG before Israel's state- 

L= was declared in 1948, 

je credo was clear: “‘Jews 

will no longer be killed with im- 

punity. Jewish blood is pre- 
cious." 

And so it was. Entebbe was an 
outstanding demonstration: The 
world applauded and Diaspora 
Jews and Israelis were filled with 
joy when Israeli commandos flew 
wo Entebbe in July 1976 to free 
their coreligionists who had been 
hijacked by terrorists. And how 
Israelis cheered when Golda 
Meir ordered the Mossad to hunt 
down and slay the Arabs who 
murdered our athletes at the 1972 
Munich Olympics. 

Tt wasn’t only terrorists who 
were subject to Jewish justice. In 
1960 Adolf Eichmann was kid- 
napped in a daring operation in 
Buenos Aires and brought to Je- 
rusalem to face wial for master- 
minding the Holocaust. Other 
Nazis, like Herbert Cukors, a for- 
mer SS officer responsible for the 
murder of 32,000 Latvian Jews, 
also perished at the hands of Is- 
raeli hunters who sought justice. 

Anti-Jewish terror existed be- 
fore the Munich massacre and 
continued after it. But all the evi- 
dence pointed to the fact that 
many terrorists were deterred by 
the fear of certain retribution. 
And the new-style fighting Israeli 
enabled Jews everywhere to walk 
tall after the misery of 2,000 years 
of subservient exile. 

But the fateful terrorist bomb 
attack on an Istanbul synagogue 
in September 1986, in which 22 
Jews were slaughtered while at 
prayer, virtually ended the hero- 
ic Israeli era. The image of the 
fearless sabra who had turned his 
back on ghetto lifé and the fear 
that antisemites could strike him 
and his family began to fade. 

Prime minister Peres did vow 
Tetribution for the attack, thun- 
dering, ‘‘We will not rest until we 
chop off the murderous arm that 
carried out the attack.’” And 
Yitzhak Shamir, his deputy pre- 
mier in the national unity govern- 
ment, chipped in with *‘Every 
Jew’s heart bleeds."” 

But nothing happened. 

We never heard about any 
chopping down of Jew-killers, de- 
spite Israelis’ conviction that they 
could trust their leaders to act in 
the spirit of a Ben-Gurion or a 
Golds Meir, or like Menachem 
Begin, who nipped the threat of 
an Iraqi atomic bomb in the bud.

The CLA caught Ramzi Ahmed 
Yousef, mastermind of the World 
Trade Center bombing, in Mos- 
lem Pakistan. American officials 
believe that the Kuwaiti-bora 
Ramzi is also responsible for 
plots to blow up the American 
and Israeli embassies in Bang- 
kok, and possibly to kill the pope 
in Manila. 

They also believe that he was 
behind the cfuelest air hijacking 
ever — in December 1984.

Tupper phoned police in Mi- 
ami, Ind. a rural town of 400, 
Police were caught off guard by

“They didn’t understand how I 
could know if someone was aboul 
to Kill himself in Indiana,” Tup- 
per said. ‘I explained as quick as 
1 could.” When a policeman ar- 
rived at the man’s home, he 


to slay you, slay him first,"" Shultz 
declared. 


This firm declaration of intent 
was made 18 months befare Shi- 
mon Peres vowed retribution 
against the killers of the 22 Jews 
in Turkey. The difference be-

Eating in the year 2050: 
Food will be sparser, healthier 


Pissed shortages, ex- 
hausted land, scarce water 
and a doubling in popula- 
tion will combine to radically 
change the US diet by the year 
2050. Expect less meat and dairy, 
more grains and beans, and a 
sparser variety of vegetables. 

A panel of experts said recent- 
ly that land in the US has already 
been pushed nearly to the limit of 
production, and crop-yield in- 
creases are not going to keep up 
with an American population 
that will double within 60 years. 

That means there will be Jess 
meat and more potatoes, pasta 
and beans on dinner tables, the 
experts said at the national meet- 
ing of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 

American agriculture depends 
heavily on oif, using about 532 
liters of petroleum for every acre 
of corn. US oil wells will be 
sucked dry within 20 years, said 
Albert Aflen Bartlett of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago.

“The basis for our farm tech- 
nology is largely petroleum,” 
Bartlett said. “Modem agricul- 
ture is using land to convert pe- 
troleum to food." 


When the domestic supplies 
are exhausted, the US will be 


at the supermarket. 
The US now has about 1.8 


acres of farmland per capita and 
grows enough to export $155 
worth of food per capita annual- 
ly, said David Pimentel of Cor- 
nel] University- 

But about 120 million acres of 
farmland will be Jost to urbaniza- 
tion and erosion in the next 60 
years, as the nation’s population 
doubles to 520 million, he said. 


To add to the problems. the 
amount of water available for ir- 
rigation js declining. 


Pimentel said the US will cease 
to be a food exporter by about 
2025 if those trends cantinue. be- 
cause all the food will be needed 
to feed Americans. 

Meat and dairy products, the 
most expensive to produce, will 
become far less common, he said. 

The American diet is now 31 
percent animal products. Pimen- 
tel said. By 2050, that will drop to 
1590. with the remaining 85% 
from plant products. 


“Ie will actually be ἃ healthier 
diet." he said. 

These trends are largely driven 
by a 1.) percent per year popula- 
tion increase. said Bartlett. Pi- 
mentel; and anather speaker, 
Virginia Abernethy of Vander- 
bilt University.

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German publisher 
pulls book on 
post-Holocaust 
Jewish revenge

᾿ German publisher has 
Asan withdrawn a 


book that investigates the 
Jewish role in running intern- 
ment camps in Poland after 
World War II, saying the work 
otherwise could be “cause for 
some misunderstanding.“ The 
6.000 copies printed will be 
destroyed. 

One review was apparently 
enough to convince the publish- 
er, Piper Verlag. that it had made 
a mistake in taking on American 
journalist John Sack’s An Eye for 
an Eye: The Untold Story of Jew- 
ish Revenge Against Germans in 
1945, Critic Eike Geise! said in a 
Frankfust newspaper that the 
beok was “an audacious Jie.” 
“vite docudrama™ and “antisemi- 
tic fodder.” 

Sack has been fending off 
charges like this for two years. 
He responds that the critic “re- 
wrote scenes from the boak to 
convey a sadistic sensationalism 
that he then ‘credits’ ta me.” 

Says Sack: “The review is 
shocking.” 

But Viktor Niemann, the new- 
lv installed head of Piper, is more 
upset by the book itself. He said 
he didn't find the journalist's live- 
ly treatment credible: “We want 
a documentation that is thick and 
indisputable.” 

In a statement, Niemann said 
he was concerned that the book 
would be used by extremists to 
minimize the evil deeds of the 
Nazis. 

A key figure in Sack’s book is 
Solomon Morel, who last his fa- 
ther, mother, brothers, uncles. 
aunts and all but one cousin in 
the Holocaust. For six months 
after the war, Morel ran an in- 
ternment camp for German civil- 
ians in the Polish community of 
Swietochlowice. 

Former inmates told Sack that 
Morel brutalized. tortured and 
killed some of the German εἰν !- 
ians housed at the camp. 

Two years ago. More! fled to 
Israel; Polish authorities are re- 
portedly considering filing mur- 


der charges against him. 

The extent to which Marel’s 
Jewishness relates to his actions 
has been part of the controversy 
surrounding An Eve for un Evy. 
Sack wrate that the Polish Office 
of State Security. which ran the 
camps. was headed by a Jew. and 
that mast of the department 
heads and at least 3 percent of 
the officers were Jews. Between 
60.0 and 80.000 ethnic Ger- 
mans are believed τὸ have died in 
the camps, whether from disease 
os deliherate maltreatment. 

Sack’s wark hus had ἃ conten- 
tious history. Originally written 
as a long narrative for the magu- 
zine GQ, it was killed at the last 
minute. The Villager Voice then 
printed it, In lute 1993, An Eve 
for an Eye was published by Basic 
Books. it scholarly und respected 
imprint. 

A feature by οὐ Minuies that 
backed up Sack seemed ta prom- 
ise major attention und at feast 
minor best-sellerdom, but the 
rest of the media either attacked 
or ignored the book. The general 
tenor was summed up in a Affani 
Jewish Week headline: “Do Mea 
Favor - Don’t Read This Book.” 

The most severe criticism came 
from Daniel Goldhagen in the 
New Republic. in a 5.u00-ward 
onslaught. Goldhagen slimmed 
Sack with phrases like “wildly out 
of focus und exaggerated.” 
“sheer inventions” and “not be- 
neath resorting to outright fic- 
tionalization.” 

Even some supporters believed 
that Sack - ἃ longtime practitio- 
ner of what used to be called New 
Journalism - employed an inap- 
propriate style. An otherwise 
sympathetic account in New York 
magazine called 4a Eve for an 
Eye “hyperactively written.” 

For all the accusations against 
him, Sack is unhowed. “J had a 
moral duty te write this book,” 
says the man who was voted 
“most religious” in his Torah 
class. “1 would do the whole 
thing all over ag:tin.”

Installing new glass in a window need not be a complete pane 
| 


EMEMBER that glass 
Re= on the terrace door 
that cracked last year 
when your toddler whacked it 
with his toy hammer? The one 
you've been meaning to take to 


the glazier? The one you doc- 


tored with masking tape? 

Remember that terrible wind 
storm a couple of weeks ago that 
practically blew your house to 
Oz? Remember the hole it feft in 
your bedroom window? The one 
you've been covering with a blan- 
ket? 

Well, replacing a windowpane 
is not the work of wizards. 

Materials required: gloves 
(kfafor avoda), with leather 
paim, which cost NIS 5 or NIS 6 
at a hardware store, tape mea- 
sure; hammer; screwdriver: pli- 
ers: kitchen knife; and red glazier 
putty trterek adam} ~ about two 
fistfuls. (Note that these items 
are required for wood-frame win- 
dows, not those with aluminum 
frames.) 


Directions 
® Remove the window or door 
by lifting it up and out of its. 
hinge. 
* Dy the window flat on a table 


er on the floor. Wearing gloves, 
pull out the glass, starting from 
the crack or hole. Apply as much 
force as ni ἢ 

Φ When the frame is glass-free, 
remove all the old putty from 
around the edges by chiseling it 
out with a hammer and a screw- 
driver. Do this carefully, so as 
not to damage the wood, 

@ When the putty has been com- 
pletely removed, you will see 
small nails (virtually headless) at 
intervals along all four sides of 
the frame. 

@ Remove each one with ἃ tug of 
the pliers. Put the nails aside ta 
be used again later. {f they are 
bent during extraction, straighten 
them by hammering against a 
hard surface. (Since their func- 
tion is to keep the glass in place 
before putty is applied, it is nat 
necessary that they be in perfect 
condition. )

Φ Measure (10 the millimeter) 
the width and length of the inside 
of the frame, nor the hole. (The 
window will be larger than the 
hole. as it rests on a “step.”)

@ Replace the nails you removed 
earlier by laying them down on 
the glass, with the point in the

direction of the wood. Place the 
hammer down on the glass. Hold 
the nail down with your finger 
while hammering it into the 
frame with a sliding motion. Do 
this carefully, as the hammer will 
be sliding along the glass. 

The nail should overlap the 
pane, nor be hammered ail the 
way inte the wood.

$250 million in 
insurance for projects 
abroad approved 


FINANCE Minister Avraham 
Shohat yesterday approved $250 
million in insurance for large 
business projects abroad by the 
Israel Foreign Trade Risks Insur- 
ance Corporation (IFTRIC). 

The decision opens the way for 
local companies to participate in 
large international projects in de- 
veloping countries. 

The Treasury approved $85m. 

in coverage for four projects by 
Israeli companies in central and 
south America, the $60m. partici- 
pation in a chemicals project in 
the Far East, and up to $100m. 
for establishing aa oil refinery ia 
Egypt. 
Treasury officials confirmed 
that the Egyptian project is led 
by Medor owner Yossi Maiman, 
who previously requested US 
loan guarantees funds to back the 
project. The Treasury refused 
and instead will provide insur- 
ance against political risks.

IFTRIC director Doron 
Klauzner refused to identify the 
companies involved, but said the 
projects included water purifica- 


tion, thermal energy and 


. chemicals. 


Klauzner explained that unlike 
regular export transactions, 
where payment by the buyer is 
backed by the foreign govern~ 
ment or bank against the goods 
sold, the project’s debt is repaid 
from the cash flows it generates. 

This increases the risk of de- 
fault, since if the project is not 
successful it will fail to provide 
the cash flow necessary to pay 
back its debt. As a result, devel- 
oping countries are reticent to 
guarantee the projects, especially 
since they tend to be overbur- 
dened with debt. 

Although IFTRIC will only in- 
sure against political risks, it is 


considering extending its cover- 
age in the future, said Klauzner. 

Nevertheless, it will still insist 
Of extensive review of projects to 
ensure their viability so it can 
clearly distinguish between politi- 
cal and business risks. 

Klauzner said Israel will only 
insure projects that are also 
backed by another country’s for- 
eign trade risk insurance compa- 
ny which has a project finance 
division with the technical exper- 
tise to evaluate the projects. 

The insurance will cover credit 
for a period of up to 10 years 
from the time the project is com- 
pleted. IFTRIC will cover against 
the risks of nationalization, con- 
fiscation, war, revolution, civil 
insurrection and political acts 
which would prevent the firm's 
business activity. 

The new program requires the 
Knesset Finance Committee's 
approval.

Supply of 
housing under 
construction 
jumps 10.6%

THE supply of housing under con- 
struction shot up 10.6 percent to 
72,500 units in the last quarter of 
1994, as housing starts took off and 
coinipletions fell, the Central Bureau 
of Statistics reported yesterday. 

The number of units under con- 
struction at the end of last year 
teached the levels of the third quar- 
ter of 1992, when the government 
froze public construction. 

Private sector units under con- 
struction reached a record 52,900, 
more than double the number of 
units at the end of 1989, when the 
immigration wave from the Soviet 
Union began. 


Housing starts jumped 17%" last * 


year to 43,300 units from 37,000 in 
1993. 

Public housing soared 54.4% to 
10,500 units from 6,800 in 1993. 
Private sector housing starts grew a 
more moderate 8.9% to 32,900 
units. 

The number of housing starts in- 
creased as the year progressed. In 
the first half of the year, housing 
Starts grew at a pace of 9,300 units a 
quarter. 

In the third quarter, the number of 
starts rose 10.8% to 10,300, leaping 
40.8% in the last quarter to 14,500 
starts, ᾿ 

By contrast, housing completions 
dove 21% to 33,900 units last year. 
Public sector completions dropped 
by more than halfto 9,500 units fast 
year compared with 21,400 in 1993. 

The decrease reflects the steep 
drop in public housing starts that 
began in 1992.

‘Insurance firms can’t 
use automobile theft as 
reason to hike rates’

INSURANCE companies should 
not be allowed to raise car insur- 
ance rate to cover losses from 
theft, because their policies are 
responsible for encouraging 


much of the theft, MK Ariel 
Weinstein (Likud) — said 
yesterday. 


Weinstein was responding to 
Press reports that the companies 
want to increase the price of car 
insurance by between 10% and 
20%, 

In their application to the su- 
pervisor of insurance, the compa- 
nies said they needed the increase 
to compensate for losses of 
NIS 200 million last year, of 
which NIS100m. were due to 
theft. 

However, Weinstein said the 
companies themselves create a 
demand for stolen cars, because 


they require garages to perform © 


all repairs with used parts — and 
stolen cars are the easiest source 
of used parts. 

According to the police, 25% 
30% of all car thefts are for parts, 
Weinstein said. . 

As proof of the insurance com- 
panies’ demands, Weinstein cir- 
culated forms from three licensed 
car insurance assessors — each of 
which included some version of 
the statement ‘‘used parts only.” 

“The insurance companies are 
encouraging thefts,*’ he said. 
“They're creating the market — 
because [people] steal cars to 
take them apart."” 

Weinstein said he has asked 
the supervisor of insurance not to 
approve the rate hike until he has 
thoroughly investigated this 
issue. 


New ministry plan expected 
to stabilize produce prices

THE fruit and vegetable index is 
expected to fall six percent this 
month but will then stabilize, Ag- 
riculture Ministry deputy director 
general Dalia Harel said 
yesterday.

Two Filipinos held 
in double murder 


POLICE huve urrested two Filipinos 
in connection with the murder of 
Philippine nation! Donna Pino! and 
her Israeli boyfriend. Avner Harel, 
whose decay ed bodies were found in 
the back seat of Harel’s car at the 
entrance τὺ the Morasha cemetery 
on January 14, 

The victims had been handcuffed 
and stabbed aif over with a kitchen 
knife. Harel had also been strangled. 

Police suid the pair had been mur- 
dered in the cur somewhere between 
Petah Tikva and Herzliva six days 
earlier. The vehicle had apparently 
been abandoned in that area. but it 
remained unnoticed and was tuken 
w the cemetery and ybandoned 
there. for reasons still unknown. 
The houies were found by ἃ passing 
patra} van, 

On Monday. Joe Mutias, 37. and 
Merrilyn Berilee. 34. . who work us 
ers for elderly people, were

arrested by police and remanded for 
15 days by the Tel Aviv Magis- 
trate’s Court. 

A publication ban on the arresis 
was lifted yesterday after police 
found the murder weapon. The two 
Teenacied the murder for police yes- 
terday but had difficulty in recalling 
the various locations where events 
occurred. 

A third man allegedly involved ia 
the murder, also a Filipino, appar- 
ently fled to the Philippines, which 
does not have an extradition treaty 
with Israel. 

Chief Supt. Jackie Bray. said that 
additional suspects not yet appre- 
hended may have been invoived in 
what he described as **the most bru- 
tal killing I have ever seen.” 

The motive for the murder was 


_tabbery, said Bray. Police discov- 


ered around 1,000 items of gold 
jewelry stolen from the couple at 
Matias’s home. hidden in toys, 
clothing. a tie, shampoo bottles and 
ἃ mattress. 


Police said Harel and Pino! ar- 
rived ut Matias'’s home to sel] jewel- 
ry. There they were attacked at 
knife-point and abducted. They 
were tortured and then killed during 
their joumney in Hare!'s car. Pofice 
found empty jewelry boxes at the 
scene. 


Pinol, in Israel for around 10 
years, was ἃ jewelry agent, selling 
gold trinkets to fellow members of 
the Filipino community. Most of the 
stolen jewelry, valued at around 
$200,000, belonged to her, said 
Bray.

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Dinitz admits clothing allowance 
was never stipulated in writing 


FORMER Jewish Agency chair- 
man Simcha Dinitz said yesterday 
that there was nothing in writing 
about the 52.500 clothing allow- 
ance he received from the Jewish 
Agency. 

Testifying during his trial on 
fraud charges in Jerusalem Dis- 
trict Court, Dinitz said he needed 
the allowance -- most of which 
was used to buy clothes at Syms” 
men’s siore in New York — be- 
cause of the imponance of his 
properly representing the Agen- 
ον. 

But he admitted the allowance 
had never beeo stipulated in 
writing. 


“Since there’s nothing written - 


about this grant anywhere, do 
you agree you shouldn't have re- 
ceived 12. prosecutor Shimou 
Dolan asked. 


“There are many things that 
are not writen down anywhere, 
but exist in reality,"” Dinitz said. 
“T doubt the agency finance di- 
rector would have given it 10 me 
if be didn’t think it was reason- 
able to do so.” 

Dolan charged that Dinitz did 
not make much of an effort to 
check whether any differentiation 
was made between bis own per- 
sonal expenses and money he 
spent on behalf of the Jewish 
Agency, the prosecution charged 
yesterday. 

“Didn't you once think of 
looking at your pay slip since Au- 
gust 1991" asked Dolan. 

“1 didn’t examine them any dif- 
ferently than I did before,” Dir- 
itz replied. 

“And you didn’t think of ask- 
ing the salaries department about

Histadrut to High Court: 
Organization fees are legal 


Response to Leumit Workers’ Federation 
MICHAL YUDELMAN 


ORGANIZATION fees for made 
union services are legal, and have 
been part of collective work agree- 
ments ia Israel for many decades, 
the Histadrut said yesterday, in re- 
sponse to the Leumit Workers’ Fed- 
eration’s petition to the High Court 
of Justice against the fees. 

The Histadrut’s response to the 
High Court yesterday proves be- 
yond any doubt that it is the largest 
Tepresentative workers’ organiza- 
tion in Israel, Histadrut trade union 
section chairman MK Amir Peretz 
said, adding that Leumit only peti- 
tioned the court against organization 
fees out of greed, hoping to get the 
fees for itself. 

Leumit had asked the coun for an 
injunction forbidding the Histadrut 
from extending the organization fee 
agreements to the public sector. and 
demanded cancellation of the Hista- 
drut’s agreement with the Treasury 
to deduct organization fees from 
workers’ wages. 

Histadrut attorneys Nahum 
Feinberg, Ofer Ravid and Yaron Ke- 
dar stated thar it has no intention of 
extending the organization-fee col- 
lection, because from the start this 
agreement applied to the entire pub- 
lic sector. 

As for the second clause, the His- 
tadrut's attorneys said it consists of 
a dispute between two labor organi- 
zations and should be heard in labor 
court, which has direct jurisdiction 
over such cases. 

Vindicating the organization-fee 


agreement signed with the state on 
January 1, the Histadrut said that it 
is not essentially different from pre- 
vious work agreements, which have 
been signed between the Histadrut 
and the state for decades. 

The statement points out that the 
Histadrut is the largest workers’ rep- 
resentative organization, and has 
contributed much to achieving bene- 
ficial work conditions in areas to 
which labor laws do not apply. 

These include pension, cost-of- 
living increments, the amount of 
money workers are paid, vacation 
supplements, and other benefits 
achieved in collective work agree- 
ments between the Histadrut and the 
employers. 

Tn addition, the Histadrut serves 
its members by providing a nation- 
wide network of labor councils and 
trade unions; strike funds; econcmic 
and legal counseling, negotiations 
on collective work agreements; 
training works committees, and oth- 
et services. i 

The Histadrut, the statement says, 
is a voluntary organization’ which 
each worker may join or leave at 
will, 

ἴῃ an attack on Leumit, the attor- 
neys noted that while previous court 
rulings have recognized the Hista- 
drut as the largest workers’ repre- 
sentative, Leumit’s activity on be- 
half of workers has been negligible, 
if it existed at all, over the years. 

The hearing is scheduled for Feb- 
ruary 26.

After a warm introduction by 
board chairman Mendel Kaplan and 
his official nomination by outgoing 
acting chairman Yehiel Leket, Burg 
was elected to the chairmanship by 
acclamation, 

It was a philosophical maiden ad- 
dress, with Burg raising questions of 
ideatity as ἃ Jew and a Zionist. 

‘Israel is the experimental 
ground of 4,000 years of Jewish 
civilization,"" he said. ** Historic Ju- 
daism is tested here daily.” 

He said he personally equated Zi- 
onism with ‘the ability to stop be- 
ing weak,”’ but warned that too 
much physical power can corrupt. 
He spoke of the moral effect of 
Judaism, saying that the two forces 
served as “*checks and balances."* In 
a similar vein, the Diaspora and Is- 
rael must give and take in onder ‘*to 
function together.” i 

Looking to the future, Burg said 
that, when all the Jews from coun- 
tries of distress had been gathered 
in, thé question would be not **Who 
is a Jew?”" but “Whose children are 
Jewish?”" 

Following ‘his address, the ple- 
num tumed to a long debate on the 
proposal to visit Kiev in June -- not 
for the entire session of the Jewish 
Agency Assembly but for two days, 
befoté convening the assembly in 
Jerusalem. ᾿ : 

‘We cannot be dictated to by the 
press,”" which has criticized the cast 
of such a trip, said Miriam Shneirov 
of the US, who is on the committee 
planning the annual assembly.
